WASHINGTON (UPI) —Senate Demo­ 
cratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield said to­ 
day the Nixon administration had vio­ 
lated 
a congressional ban against in­ 
volvement of U.S. 
ground 
troops 
in 
Laos by allowing American advisers 
to accompany South Vietnamese forces 
on incursions in that country. 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird 
said Monday that 
GIs who go along on 
such missions are not 
involved 
in 
ground combat “ or search and destroy 
or anything like that.” He said the U.S. 
role in the missions was not compara­ 
ble to the Cambodian operation. 
Congress voted last year to prohibit 
use of American ground forces in Laos 
and Thailand by attaching an amend­ 
ment 
to a defense appropriations bill, 
and the administration did not object. 


Laird said he did not feel that permit­ 
ting U.S. advisers to simply 
go along 
on “ protective reaction” missions in 
Laos violated the ban. The White House 
also 
stressed there was “ no change” 
in policy whereby Laos 
is off limits 
to U.S. combat troops. 
Mansfield 
was asked by a reporter 
today: 
“ Are you convinced 
by Sec­ 
retary 
Laird’s 
argument 
that there 
has been no violation?” 
“ I am not,” Mansfield replied. 
“ Do you think 
it was a violation?” 
“ I do. At least it was a violation of 
the spirit 
of the intent of Congress.” 


Mansfield 
dismissed 
reports 
that 
some 
Republican senators 
might at­ 
tempt a filibuster to delay a vote until 
after June 30 on legislation to prohibit 


expenditure of money on military opera­ 
tions in Cambodia as of July 1. 
Mansfield 
said any threat 
of a fili­ 
buster would be ill-advised. But he add­ 
ed that he doubted if such a move had 
the backing of the Senate 
Republican 
leadership. “ They are pros,” said Mans­ 
field. “ We have to give them credit for 
common sense.*1 


The GOP leadership 
has been try­ 
ing to come up with some type of compro­ 
mise 
wording in the amendment that 
might attract 
heavy over all support 
and avert 
a Senate - Nixon confron­ 
tation.

met for one hour and

today with his Senate and House Republi­ 
can leaders. 
Afterward. 
Senate 
Leader 
Hugh 


Scott of Pennsylvania 
told reporters: 
“ A decision has not yet been reached 
on this very 
significant constitutional 
question.” 
Scott 
said a search 
was continuing 
for what he described as a reasonable 
compromise that would be acceptable 
to the President. 
The White House has made clear that 
Nixon opposes the pending amendment 
and has not endorsed 
any alternative. 
Scott said the administration’s posi­ 
tion was that “ the constitutional author­ 
ity of the President must be preserved.” 
President Nixon 
also met with his 
Cabinet for about an hour and 15 min­ 
utes today, the first such session since 
the 
Cambodian venture, the stock mar­ 
ket tumble and the slayings of students 
at Kent State and Jackson State. 


Nixon excused himself from the ses­ 
sion at 11:16 a.m. EDT to meet other 
appointments 
but the Cabinet 
contin­ 
ued in session 
into 
the afternoon. 


There 
was no indication what was 
discussed. 
The White House 
said 
before the meeting that it would cover 
a broad range of matters. Presumably 
the Indochina 
war, the economy 
and

were high on the list. 


The meeting was part of a busy day 
of top level presidential conferences

with an hour and a half 
meeting with Republican congressional 
leaders.

said. “ The Army, the government—they 
want a conviction in this case.” 
The defendants will tell their 
story 
at the trial, McGee said, “ but the frus­ 
trating thing is the inability to prepare 
a defense knowing that the very govern­ 
ment 
that says 
you are entitled to a 
fair trial is steamrolling you, grinding 
you right into the ground.” 
He said in the beginning, there was a 
“ tacit agreement” there would be as lit­ 
tle pretrial publicity as possible in or­ 
der to guarantee the defendants a fair 
trial. But, McGee said, the Army has 
violated that agreement. 
“ The Army, in my opinion, 
has de­ 
liberately given their files over the auth­ 
ors whose books say flatly that a mas­ 
sacre 
took place, that murders took 
place,” he said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal spend­ 
ing will exceed income this fiscal year, 
returning the federal 
ledger 
to the 
familiar 
deficit 
side 
after a single 
year of surplus. 
The 
government 
arranged to make 
public 
revised 
estimates 
late today 
but Budget 
Director 
Robert P. Mayo 
already 
had conceded Monday, during 
a bankers meeting at Hot Springs, Va., 
that it will be impossible to keep the bud­ 
get in balance this fiscal year, which 
ends June 30. 
The budget deficit will be the govern­ 
ment’s 
ninth in the past 10 years. The 
books 
showed a $3,1 
billion surplus 
in 
fiscal 
1969 
that ended June 30, 
1969, 
a year that was divided between 
the Johnson and Nixon administrations. 
The budget 
for the current fiscal 
year was initially prepared by the John­ 
son administration but was revised by 
President 
Nixon 
on April 15. 1969. 
At that time, the administration 
pre­ 
dicted a surplus of $6.3 billion. 
The surplus 
was revised downward 
to $5.9 billion last September and was 
scaled down 
to $1.5 billion when the 
President 
submitted 
his new budget 
in February. Now it is all gone. 
Treasury Secretary David M. Ken­ 
nedy 
said 
recently that corporate in­ 
come tax receipts have been lower than 
expected, 
probably 
as a result of the 
current business slump. 
Kennedy insisted at that time that a 
deficit 
resulting from 
reduced tax 
revenue 
would not be inflationary 
so 
long as government spending was kept 
in check.

A brief hospital statement today said 
Finch had spent a “ comfortable” night 
and that there has been “ continuing im­ 
provement” in his condition. However, 
the hospital gave no indication what might 
be wrong with Finch, and said tests would 
continue through the day. 
Finch, long one of President Nixon’s 
closest confidants, 
was stricken Mon­ 
day afternoon, 
about two hours before 
a mass meeting of HEW employes at 
which he planned to answer criticism 
of his own actions 
and to clarify ad­ 
ministration 
policy 
on civil 
rights 
and Southeast Asia. 
The 44-year-old 
Californian 
was 
taken to the hospital in a private car at 
the advice of Army doctors 
who later 
offered no immediate

Committee approves busing bill 


S.vCR.aMENTQ (UPI) - The Assembly 
Education Committee has voted narrow 
approval to a proposed state constitution 
al amendment making it illegal to bus 
schoolchildren for any reason without 
parental consent. 
The 
measure advanced to the Eleo 
tions and Reapportionment Committee 
Monday when 
Democratic 
Assembly­ 
man Kenneth Cory of Garden Grove join­ 
ed with eight Republicans and provided 
the crucial go-ihead vote. 
While Democrats lost the fight against 
the proposed constitutional amendment, 
they won a key tactical victory in block­ 
ing a companion bill that would require 
fewer favorable votes in the full Assen* 
bly. 
The legislation by Assemblyman Floyd 
Wakefield, R-South Gate, would freeze 


into the constitution a prohibition forbid­ 
ding public schools from busing a stu­ 
dent for racial or ally Qthei I eaSQH Ui* 
less his parent agreed. 
If approved by a two - thirds vote of 
each house of the legislature, the pro­ 
posal would be submitted to the voters 
for ratification next November. Simi­ 
lar Wakfieid antibusing measures have 
been defeated twice before by th*j 
sembly Education Committee, 
The legislation, the subject of hours of 
testimony earlier, needed at least nine 
votes in the Republican - dominated com­ 
mittee for passage. F ive Democrats vot­ 
ed against it. 
Cory at first abstained and then voted 
“ aye” when his name was called on the 
second roll call. 
The elections andConstituional ainencP 


ments Committee totals seven Republ* 
cans and six Democrats. 
Wakefield with the approval of Repub­ 
lican Chairman Victor V. Veysey of 
Brawley attempted to have a companion 
bill also heard by the committee and 
voted on. 
It contained identical provisions but 
would require only 41 votes for approval 
in the assembly instead of 54 needed 
for passage of the proposed constituional 
amendment. 
Republicans hold scant 41-39 control 
of the Assembly, 
Led by Negro Assemblyman Willie 
Brown Jr., San Francisco, Democrats 
protested that the companion bill was 
ineligible for a hearing because it failed 
to meet a parliamentary rule that it be 
at least scheduled for consideration.

An 
alcoholic, he was sent up when 
he couldn’t pay a $12 fine for 
drunkenness. 
Rosie 
was 
headed 
for 
a 
pauper’s 
grave until Jack 
Hardiman, 
one 
of the Soho 
district’s many fruit vendors, 
passed the hat. 
Collecting from merchants of 
everything from fruit to flesh, 
Hardiman came up with $550 
and 
arranged 
a first class 
funeral and a headstone for 
Rosie, 
who 
left 
no known 
relatives.

The two limousines following 
the hearse 
in the procession 
that crept through theneighbor- 


hood Monday were stacked with 
more than 50 floral tributes. 
“ Gor, looka all them flow­ 
ers,” said one flower vendor, 
“ all for old Rosie.” 
Strippers from the matinee 
peel parlors of Wardour Street, 
cabaret managers, policemen,’ 
flower and fruit 
merchants 
were among the hundreds 
who 
gathered at the Roman Catholic 
Church of Our Lady of the 
Assumption and St. Gregory for 
the funeral. 
The

McDonald 
eulogized Rosie as “ a gay and

II. He often slept on one of the 
fruit stands in Berwick open air 
market. 
“ Rosie wasn’t just another 
drifter,” said Mabel, a mourner 
outside the church. “ He was a 
very kind person, especially to 


children. And although he was 
almost 
always 
drunk, 
he’d 
never swear at women.” 
Soho was kept amused by 
Rosie's 
traffic-stopping song 
and dance routines. He was a 
short, wiry man with receding 
gray hair and almost always 
shaven. Sometimes he wore a 
long black overcoat, 
white 
slippers and bizarre hats. 


“ He drank Scotch like water 
when he could get it,” said one 
fruit vendor. “ But he was a 
happy bloke—he made people 
laugh. He would have loved his 
funeral.” 
“ What was Rose like? Well 
let me tell you,” said a fruit 
merchant.

Franklin’s parents opened the 
letter Saturday a short time 
after they were notified of his 


death. Their thoughts wandered 
back to the day he handed the 
sealed envelope to them. 
“ You’ll be back,” they told 
him. “ You’ll read it then and 
have a good laugh about it.” 
In his words, they found a 
premonition of death, a bitter­ 
ness 
against 
war ’ and 
the 
“ warmongering hypocrites in 
Washington.” 
“ If 
you 
are reading this 
letter, you will never see me 
again, the reason being that if 
you are reading this I have 
died,” 
Franklin wrote. “ The 
question is whether my death 
has been in vain. My answer is 
yes.” The war that has taken 
my life and many thousands 


before me is immoral, unlawful 
and

atrocity 
unlike any

SACRAMENTO

Three major bills increasing 
state aid to local schools and 
community colleges were ap­ 
proved late Monday night by 
the Senate Education Commit­ 
tee und sent to the Finance 
Committee. 
The committee approved a 
measure by Sen. Stephen P. 
Teale, D-Rail Road Flat, which 
would increase state aid to 
elementary and high schools by 
$320.2 million in 1970-71. 
It also endorsed a bill by Sen. 
Randolph 
Collier, 
D-Yreka, 
requiring the state to pay 50 
per cent of local school costs. 
The Collier Bill would imple­ 
ment Proposition 8 on the June 
2 primary election ballot if that 
measure 
is 
passed by the 
voters, but it also could still 
take effect if the proposition 
fails. The ballot measure would 
require 
50 
per 
cent 
state 
support of schools. 
Also endorsed by the commit­ 
tee W a s a bill by Sen. Clair W. 
Burgener, 
R-San 
Diego, 
to 
increase sU.te aid to junior 
colleges by $32.5 million. 
All the bills were approved bj 
voi< e votes 
Committee Chairman Albert 
Rodda, D-Sacramento, sponsor 
of a measure similar to Teale’s. 
took 
his 
own 
bill 
under 
submission in favor of approv­ 
ing Teale’s. 
The Teale bill would provide 
for a statewide property tax for 
schools of $2.88, which the 
senator described as “ a level­ 
ing factor” between rich and 
poor districts. 
In addition to revenue raised 
through the statewide property 
tax, 
the 
bill would require 
$210.2 million in new money 
from 
the state general fund. 
Sen. George Moscone, D-San 
F runcisco, is proposing to raise 
the general fund money through 
increases in the income and 
corporation taxes. 
Teale said the measure was 
“ designed to take cure of the 
minimal needs of the school 
districts at the present time.” 
It Was supported by spokes­ 
men from the Los Angeles City 
School District, the California 
School Boards association and 
the 
Sacramento City School 
District. 
Teale repeated his earlier 
contention that school financing 
and property tax reform are 
intertwined, in opposition to 
Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s Stand 
that the two issues should be 
kept separate.

these sources predicted, that he 
will take the stand not only to 
deny he led a conspiracy to 
murder but also to expound his 
anti-Establishment 
philosophy 
to the world. 
Manson 
and 
three 
young 
women-Susan 
Atkins,Patricia 
Krensinkel 
and 
Leslie 
Van 
Houten-are scheduled to go 
to trial June 15. The women are 
not expected to testify, although 
it was Miss Atkins’ statement 
to a grand jury that brought 
their indictment. 
A fourth young member of 
the “ Manson Family,” Linda 
Kasabian, is reported preapred 
to 
appear 
for 
the 
state 
regarding the killing of Miss 
Tate and four others at the 
actress’ canyon estate Aug. 9 
and the slayings of grocer Leo 
LaBianca and his wife the next 
evening. 
Miss Kasabian, who probably 
will be granted immunity by 
the 
prosecution 
after 
she 
testifies, is under heavy securi­ 
ty guard at the Los Angeles 
Women’s Jail, secluded from 
other prisoners. 
Although she was pictured in 
Miss Atkins’ grand jury ac­ 
count of the slayings as never 
having entered either home, she 
was for a month a member of 
the “ Family” and will be the 
key state witness in trying to 
establish Manson i 
was 
the 
mastermind of a conspiracy to 
kill 
out 
of hatred 
for the 
“ square” world. 
One of Manson’s many jail 
visitors 
recently 
asked 
the 
bearded, five-foot-two ex-con­ 
vict whether he considred Miss 
Kasabian’s testimony the most 
damaging weapon the prosecu­ 
tion has. 
“ Why, I never really knew 
Linda,” Manson mused. “ Cer­ 
tainly not well enough to tell 
her to go out and kill seven or 
eight people.” 
Miss Atkins told the grand 
jury Miss Kasabian acted as a 
lookout during the killings at 
both homes and then accomp^ 
nied the band in their “ creepie 
crawlies” (black clothing) back 
to

onetime

movie set 
they used as a commune. 
Manson is not accused of 
actually committing any of the 
murders.

tors If said crimes were in 
furtherange of the object of the 
conspiracy. 
“ He can be watching televi­ 
sion or out bowling when the 
crime is committed’ but he is 
still equally guilty. I don’t think 
Adolf Hitler murdered anyone 
in particular himself.”

equal rights in decor

uprising 
of 
women 
seeking equal job rights gets 
the full support of one man, 
especially so far as eijuality of 
their office decor and space are 
concerned. 
Ernest Jac kson knows well 
the 
status 
of 
women 
in 
business. He should. He designs 
the buildings and the offices in 
which they spend their working 
days. 
“ There definitely is a wo­ 
men’s revolution 
c 0 m i n g 
about,” 
said Jackson in an 
interview. “ I even feel it at 
home. 
My wife is suddenly 
giving me a lot of static. In 
fai t, she wants to know how 
come I know so much about the 
entire subject (of the women’s 
liberation movement).” 
But Ja< kson consults with the 
women 
whose 
firm 
serves 
them. He is chairman of the 
board 
of 
Latt, 
Jackson 
C 
Associates, Inc., a 13-year-old 
architectural services business 
which grossed $1.5 million last 
year. 
Jackson feels that the female 
office worker uses her office 
more than her male c ounter­ 
part and should be c onsulted on 
its decoration. 
But she usually is not. She is 
an afterthought in planning if 
she is thought of at all, says 
Jackson. 
Some 
of Jackson’s 
other 
observations: 
—This condition exists 
in 
spite of the fact that women 
are 
vital 
to the successful 
operation of business, lioth as 
backup for executives and as 
emerging 
executives 
them­ 
selves. 
—Their offices are in halls, 
corridors, et al, which are, for 
the most part, poorly lighted 
cramped and lacking in priva­ 
cy. 
“ Women have a great deal of 
merit in their request for equal 
rights,” Jackson said. “ I know 
in our office we have requests 
from time to time for female 
draftsmen. 
“ T h e 
cjuestion 
always 
becomes one of a matter of sex 
first. Do we want a female 
draftsman' 
It’s a situaticm 
that is difficult to ov-rcome 
and I imagine most businesses 
greet the idea of a ■ ompeteiit 
employe by sex only when the 
idea of a female appears on the 
scene,” 
Jac kson has discovered too 
that women executives general­ 
ly feel the need to submti.,e 
their femininity. 
Unlike the male executive, 
the woman at or near the top 
usually displays little of her 
personality in dei or. But a 
man's office says ,a great deal 
about him. 
“ When most women assume 
a position of prominence in 
business, they sort of maintain 
their offices as neuter ground,” 
he said. “ They try to keep the 
personal 
aspe< ts subjugated. 
Their may be a flower of a 
picture of the children. That’s 
about it.” 
As for the women at lower 
levels, 
these 
are the least 
mobile of the staff. 3 hey’re 
there on the job <lay in and day 


out, he said. But the men come 
and go. 


Iack.son is black, but he says 
the fact he is a member of a 
minority doesn’t have anything 
to do with the way he feels 
about the new feminism. 


“ Minority 
empathy 
never 
occurred to me,’’ he said. “ AH 
I can think of is that I feel an 
empathy for anyone who feels 
that they are being misused 
and abused.”

“Goodby, son, have a nice confrontation!’ 
Teague tells feelings 
after student confabs 


Congressman 
Charles 
M. 
Teague 
(Rep., 
Ojui) reports 
from Washington these observa­ 
tions concerning his many con­ 
ferences with students who have 
come to Washington during the 
past few days: 
1. The young people who have 
called on him are in no sense 
of the word “ bums.” They are 
highly intelligent and without 
exception have been courteous, 
nonviolent and willing to listen 
as well as talk. 
2. They feel a lack of com­ 
munication with their govern­ 
ment. 
“ Therefore,” 
Mr. 
Teague 
said, 
“ Because 
I 
believed 
their frustration was 
so very 
serious, 
I devoted 
a great deal of time to the 
student sessions at the expense 
of neglecting my ordinary day 
to day Congressional responsi­ 
bilities.” 
3. Without exception, the vis­ 
itors from the colleges and un­ 
iversities are convinced that the 
invasion of Cambodia was mor­ 
ally wrong and because of Cam­ 
bodian neutrality, illegal —they 
feel this compounded U.S. pres­ 
ence in the Far East which 
was in itself immoral and not 
in our national interest 
Congressman 
Teague sum­ 
m arized his own positions as 
related to the students in this 
way: 
1. He, too, has serious ques­ 
tions concerning whether or not

He disagreed on the morality

Cambodia could have been 
illegal 
violation of her inter­ 
nationally established neutrak 
ity. 
However, he stated his 
opinion that this was not the 
case since the presence of for­ 
eign, North Vietnamese forces 
in Cambodian sancturaries ex­ 
cluded those areas from being 
considered neutral. Mr. Teague 
feels that clearing these suno 
turaries and the withdrawal of 
our forces from Cambodia will 
serve to recreate that coun­ 
try 's neutral status. 


2. Mr. Teague said that he 
feels the President should have 
consulted 
Congressional lead- 
ers, at the very least, before 
the Cambodian decision. Howev­ 
er, he, the President, as Com­ 
mander - in - Chief under the 
term s of the Constitution of the 
United States had a perfectly 
legal Constitutional right to do 
just what he did. On the other 
hand, he feels the Congress has 
its own legal right and obliga­ 
tion to extend its influence in 
this area. 
3. Mr. Teague expressed opti­ 
mism 
that the Cambodian in­ 
volvement will continue to be a 
tactical success and that when 
the final inventory is taken we 
will find that we have captured 
vast stores of munitions and 
food supplies which will result 
in slowing down the enemy for 
many months. If this proves to 
be the case, it should give the 
South Vietnamese time in which 
to strengthen its own forces 
to take over the fighting, will 
save thousands of lives, and will 
accelerate the President’s an­ 
nounced 
schedules 
for with­ 
drawing our own ground troops 
from Vietnam.

evening has been good with a 
few perch about a pound and a 
half each being caught. Heavy 
sea s 
have 
not helped the 
su rf fishermen. Even the new 
county park at Guadalupe has 
suffered from the wind. On a 
calm day, that area should be a 
wonderful spot for fishing since 
deep water is in close to shore, 
so much so that waders are not 
necessary for anglers trying 
that area. We tried some plus- 
tic sand crabs with indifferent 
luck. But this was a case of the 
weather being more of a factor 
than the type of bait.

deer taken in any one deer dis­ 
trict must be tagged with both 
the “ a ” and “ B ” tags SO that a 
hunter who takes a buck in the 
early season would not be ak 
lowed to take a buck in the in­ 
land late season areas. 
The early season would open 
Aug. 1 and run through Sept. 2 
with a limit of two bucks, fork­ 
ed horn or better. For other spt» 
cies, the commission approved 
earlier recommendations of the 
DFG, which included longer up­ 
land game seasons and a gem 
eral spring hunt for wild tur­ 
keys. The proposed turkey sea­ 
son in San Luis Obispo County 
would be Nov. 21 through Nov. 
29 with a two bird limit, and 
for the special spring shoot, 
Apr. 24 to May 2, 1971 with a 
limit of one bearded turkey per 
season. A bearded turkey is one 
having a beard visible through 
the breast feathers.

The booming popularity of 
cam ping vehicles in recent 
y ea rs has put som e 3 million 
fam ilies on the road in what 
the industry calls “ re c re a ­ 
tional vehicles.” And a good 
m any of them a re exposed 
to financial hazards because 
they don’t realize that spe­ 
cial insurance problem s can 
be created by these special­ 
ized vehicles. 
Accounting for 65 to 70 per 
cent of all such vehicles are 
two kinds of towed units — 
the long-fam iliar travel trail-

ei — the little house on wheels 
that's hitched to the family 
c a r — and the cam ping tra il­ 
er. the tent home that folds 
down into a com pact, box­ 
like trailer.

Journal of A m erican in su r­ 
ance w arns, check insurance 
coverage. The usual auto and 
hom eowner p o l i c i e s do 
usually provide som e kind of

th ey ’re “ co v ered ” and joy­ 
ously take to the open road 
towing a potential financial 
d isaster behind them. 
Liability 
insurance, 
pro­ 
tecting you against lawsuits 
in the event of d am a g e to 
property or personal injury, 
should be your first concern. 
Some auto p o l i c i e s , the 
journal 
points 
out, 
auto­ 
m atically 
extend 
liability 
coverage to a trailer th a t’s 
acquired during the policy 
period—but som e m ay leave 
you com pletely unprotected 
unless your policy is a m e n d ­ 
ed. with the trailer specific- 
cally described. 
T h e re ’s generally a se p a ­ 
ra te 
problem 
with 
truck 
c a m p e rs—the beetle-browed 
rigs that slide onto a truck 
bed and hence are thought of 


by m any owners as integral 
p arts of the vehicle, 
and 
therefore covered. Not so. 


Almost all auto policies, 
says the journal, don’t cover 
a truck c a m p er unless the 
c a m p e r 
section 
is

G e n e r a l l y , an additional 
prem ium m ust be paid. 


Motor homes — the self- 
powered “ land y ac h ts.” and 
their

vestm ent, 
and

special 
policy is recom m ended. Like 
a conventional auto policy, 
it provides liability cover­ 
age 
for 
property * dam ag e 
and personal liability, but it 
also extends to broad co ver­ 
age of alm ost any type of 
loss, including that caused 
by collision or upset. And 
this package policy can also 
cover personal effects, 
in­ 
cluding c a m e ra s and special 
sports equipm ent. 


O wners of towed trailers 
m ay find the problem of lia­ 
bility 
coverage 
is 
easily 
solved with an am endm ent 
to their regular auto policies, 
but 
generally 
they ’ll have 
very l i m i t e d protection 
against loss of the trailer 
itself. Most hom eow ner poli­ 
cies, says the journal, limit 
the coverage to $500 in case 
of theft and that only when 
the trailer is on the policy­ 
holder's prem ises. 


A num ber of com panies 
w rite an all-risk floater policy 
for trailers. T hey're covered 
while 
attached! 
detached, 
even stored, and for dam ag e 
or loss for alm ost any cause. 
An extra-prem ium rider can 
be obtained to provide float­ 
er coverage for hunting and 
fishing or other s p e c i a l 
equipm ent. 


So. although you can buv 
a basic ca m p e r unit for as 
little as around $300. 
you 
m ay be towing thousands of 
dollars of potential liability 
and a family financial dis­ 
aster, if you neglect to check 
insurance coverage carefully 
before you hitch up.

Airplane talk 


From time to time, like any other re­ 
sponsible citizen, I vouchsafe my sug- 
gestions to the nation’s airlines. This 
occasional act of patriotism, it occurred 
to me after the meal I was served 
aboard Eastern Air­ 
lines, the other day 
flying from NewVork 
to 
Jacksonville, is 
overdue. My mother 
taught me not to put 
things off, so after 
eating that meal, or 
rather trying to, 
I 
dispatched there and 
then a little note to 
the president of East­ 
ern, 
advising him 
that I had just been served the worst meal 
in 30 years of flying, congratulating him 
on this extraordinary achievement, and 
suggesting he might wunt to send a 
note to the world almanacs to register 
the day, the hour, and the flight num­ 
ber. 
Eastern is capable of being respon­ 
sive in these matters. I remember a 
few years ago, flying to Miami, and ask­ 
ing the stewardess for a glass of wine 
with my lunch. She responded that East­ 
ern didn’t serve wine on flights to Mi­ 
ami, 
but if I would fly their flight to 
Mexico, I would be given wine to drink. 
I told her 1 could think of less con­ 
voluted ways of getting wine to drink 
than flying to Mexico, and I dropped 
a note to the president of Eastern, 
who replied that the firm ’s policy was 
not to serve wine on flights that last­ 
ed less than three hours. That struck me 
as 
a challenge, 
and for many months 
thereafter, flying to Miami, I would drop 
postcards to the president (of Eastern), 
describing the pleasures of the wine 
aboard national Airlines. Some months 
later a messenger from Eastern arrived 
with a most enormous basket of fruit, 
delicacies, and wines, on which was 
attached a note from the president, say­ 
ing simply, and rather sweetly I thought, 
“ I surrender,” It is only disappointing 
to me that the menus on Eastern to Мь 
ami do not list, “ Wine, compliments of 
Mr. Buckley.” 
Further on the subject of drinking on 
an airplane, it is my fixed 
conviction 
that the habit should be if not exactly 
encouraged, at the very least joyously 
indulged. No matter how blase we have 
become, it nevertheless occurs to many 
of us, every time we fly, that we are 
committing an egregious 
effrontery 
upon the laws of nature, and a little of 
the grape helps to persuade you a) 
of the likelihood that you will survive, 
of if not, b) that in any event, if it is 
time to leave this vale of tears. My col­ 
league, Mr. William Rusher, who has 
always 
treated airplanes skeptically, 
once declined an invitation to dine the 
following evening with a friend because, 
as he put it, “ at 8 tomorrow night I’ll 
be high over the Atlantic in every sense 
of the word,” 
Flying by Pan American from St. 
Thomas to New York requires consid­ 
erable concentration. On one recent oc­ 
casion we were told that the pbneswere 
slowed down by a snowstorm in New 
York. I called the Pan American num­ 
ber every hour 
or so and was advised 
at 4 that the plane would definitely 
leave at 7:45, I called again at 5, but 
there was no answer: the service was 
closed for the night. My wife and I ar­ 
rived at the airport at 7 with rather a 
lot of luggage, and found the airport my­ 
steriously uncrowded, considering that 
it was the holiday season. A lady behind 
the ticket counter asked what was I do 
ing there, and I replied that I was there 
to take the 7:45 to New York, and she 
replied that that particular plane had 
left an hour earlier, but that it just hap­ 
pened that there was an unscheduled 
plane there just about to take off for 


New York, so we hustled and we buo 
tied. 


A forlorn hippie - type young lady and 
her male complement were meanwhile 
doing everything they could to persuade 
Miss Pan American to accept a per­ 
sonal check for her passage to New York, 
but the rules were firm: no check except 
on a St. Thomas bank. The end of the

Planning confab 


It’s clear to many planners on the 
state and local levels that how urban 
public 
services are 
rendered, and by 
whom, 
seems almost a matter of tra­ 
dition, 
sometimes 
almost of mytholo­ 
gy, 
and not 
necessarily 
of rational 
planning. 
In the light of this belief, 
several 
dozen 
officials in county and local 
government, and representing the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
California 
at Santa Bar­ 
bara and State Council on Intergovern­ 
mental 
Relations 
will gather May 21 
in Santa Barbara 
to clarify the public 
service picture in this county. 
No one can predict 
just what may 
emerge 
from the session to be held 
in the County Administration 
Building 
on the call of the Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty — Cities Area Planning Council. 
But it appears that the county stands 
in a favored spot to get a grant 
of up to 
$30,000 
in 
U.S. Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development funds through 
the 
state council to help 
finance a 
county-wide 
public services allocation 
study. 
Samuel 
R. 
Clawson, 
chief of the 
area planning division 
of the County- 
Cities Area Planning Council, says the 
meeting 
is called prim arily 
to see if 
the main 
suppliers of public services 
in the county’s 
urban areas “ agree 
that we are 
going 
about this the 
right way . . or if they have suggestions 
for different approaches.” 
The conference is regarded by some 
planners as a “ sort of final look 
see 
before” an application is filed for the 
HUD funds. 
It could be that the County-Cities Area 
Planning 
Council will make out the ap­ 
plication rather than the county govern­ 
ment when the session is over. 
Basically, the Federal and state gov­ 
ernments 
are interested in having lo- 
cal 
entities 
do some good planning to 
eliminate costly duplications of serv­ 
ices which now exist and eat up mil­ 
lions of tax funds. 
That Is what the proposed study is 
all about; 
it would take a searching 
look into present systems of providing 
service and how things 
could be done 
differently and better. 
Several 
examples come to the fore 
as to need to improve present services. 
For example, there’s 
a lack of public 
transport for low-income people in the 
north county 
trying to get to Santa Ma­ 
ria County Hospital. 
Also, 
there is 
no 
public 
transport 
linking Vanden­ 
berg 
Air Force Base and Guadalupe. 
There is no county hospital in Lompoc. 
County supervisors plan to attend along 
with representatives of Community Ac­ 
tion Commission, county schools, Coun- 
ty Housing Authority, Los Padres Na­ 
tional Forest, the cities of Santa Bar­ 
bara, 
Santa Maria, Lompoc, Guada­ 
lupe 
and Carpinteria, 
UCSB, and the 
state. 
Representatives of key services were 
selected for the conference. Clawson ex­ 
plained that a water and sewage study 
is already underway. 
This conference 


can 
zero in on numerous other serv­ 
ices, 
including power, transportation, 
police and fire services, garbage dis­ 
posal, recreation, schools. 
The State Council on Intergovernmen­ 
tal Relations will send Doyle D. Dodd 
to the session. 
Dodd is formerly with 
the County Planning Department.

To the Editor: 
We put everything this country had on

when we entered the Viet Nam 
War: 
Our good name, our resources — 
both human and material, our wealth 
and our power. Our experience in Korea 
provided us with an awareness of the 
gravity of that decision to enter the war. 
If our power had ever been wielded with 
arrogance, the limitations of that power 
had become painfully evident in Korea. 
Unqualified and unlimited power is use­ 
ful only as a deterrent 
except to a ty­ 
rant. 


Perhaps, 
given enough rope, 
Com­ 
munism would have hung itself, or faced 
with 
its 
unworkability, 
would 
have 
matured into a state capable of benign 
coexistence and would have lost its pre­ 
occupation with the ‘inevitability of war.’ 
Perhaps unswerving faith in our own poli­ 
tical philosophy should have assured us 
that ‘right’ would ultimately 
prevail. 
Unfortunately, 
history did not allow 
us the luxury of complacency. ‘T o erris 
human.’ To make the same mistake twice 
with devastating 
consequences is less 
forgiveable. But to make the same mis­ 
take a third time with annihilation a real 
and likely consequence would 
be Inex­ 
cusable. 


Each step we have taken on the road 
to the war we are presently engaged in 
was taken with either the actual or im­ 
plied consent of the majority of this 
nations people and its leaders, it will 
do no good now to transform a few of 
those leaders into goats and give them up 
in sacrifice to the god of Guilt or for 
young people who had nothing to do with 
those decisions to suggest that they are 
a 
new 
and super-human breed which 
would not have responded in the same way 
to the same set of circumstances. 


Let’s not underestimate the value of the 
time we have won or fail to applaud the 
restraint which has so far prevented us 
from making irreversible errors. 


This 
world and its people still exist 
- We may yet cheat history and become 
truly civilized.
